'B o ss” of Breachitt County Shot Dead

Jackson, Ky., Feb. 7.—Former Coun­ 
ty Judge Jam es 
Hargis, for many 
years u m em ber of the slate Demo­ 
cratic 
executive 
committee, 
who 
was accused of complicity In many 
m urders 
and 
who 
was 
a 
promi­ 
nent figure In tlie feuds which have 
disrupted Breathitt county for several 
years, was shot and instantly killed in 
his genernl store h'*r© by his son. 
Beach Hargis. The son fired five shots 
in rapiil succession at his fat iter, who 
fell dead while his clerks were wait­ 
ing on customers. 
The exact cause of 
the m urder 1ms not been learned, hut 
it is supposed to have been the result 
of differences wIt id» have existed he- 
iween father and son for some time 
The two men are reported to have had 
a severe quarrel several nights ago, 
when the father, it is alleged, was 
compelled to resort to violence to re 
strain his son. 
Young Hargis, it is 
said, has been drinking heavily of 
laie. 
He came into the store and was 
apparently 
under 
the 
influence 
of 
liquor. 
Judge Hargis, it is said, spoke 
to his non about his drinking and n 
qtiarrel 
resulted. 
Father 
and 
son 
stepped behind a counter in the store, 
when the son, after only a few min 
utes conversation, draw a revolver and 
fired five shots. 
Four took effect, the 
noted mountain character falling dead. 
T he young lady stenographer and the 
customers in the store rushed for the 
doors and fled in fright. 
Young Hatgis was arrested by Town 
Marshal 
Goran 
Smith 
and 
Grover 
Blanton and placed in jail. 
He was 
raving like a maniac and ihe officers 
w e r e compelled to drag him to jail. 


Prominent Figure in Kentucky. 


Judge Hargis had been for years a 
prominent figure in Kentucky in po­ 
litical and criminal circles. 
He has 
figured in the courts in the mountains 
for vears on account of the murders 
of Hr. Cox, Attorney Marcum and Jim 
Cockrlll. 
Judge Hargis was the po 
lltlcal leader of the Democrats of the 
Tenth district and was the "boss” of 
Breathitt county. 
For years his sway 
wras not opposed, hut some years ago 
Mr. Marcum had the temerity to op­ 
pose Hargis in a lawr c a s e . 
From that 
date Marcum was a marked man. 
Hargis had been on trial at various 
times for complicity In the m urder of 
Janies B. Marcum, Jim Cockrlll and 
Dr. Cox. but had secured an acquittal 
on all the charges. 
He was recently 
forced to pay a judgment of $s,000 to 
Mrs. Marcum in connection with ihe 
death of her husband, a verdict having 
been found against him In the circuit 
c o u r t at Winchester. 
Judge Hargis had Just disposed of 
this, the last of the numerous cases 
in which he had been involved by his 
connection 
with 
the 
Hirgls-Cockrill 
feud, when he paid a check of over 
31 i.oro to Mrs. Marcum, 
Mrs. Mar* 
cum had sited Judge Hargis and otti­ 
ers for $1oo,000, alleging that they 
caused 
the 
death of 
her husband. 
Though Judge Hargis was acquitted of 
the charge of having murdered Mnr- 
oiin, 
t lie 
Winchester jury awarded 
Mrs. Marcum $s,000 damages against 
him. 
The 
Hargls-Cockrlll 
feud, 
out 
of 
which grew the almost innumerable 
tragedies wMth which Judge Hargis’ 
nam e is linked, had its inception in a 
political contest. 
The Hargises had 
long been dominant in Breathitt coun­ 
ty, where they conducted a general 
store, were engaged n the lumber 
business and were generally active. 
The brothers, James, Alexander and 
Albert, were good business men and 
had accumulated what in the moun­ 
tains is a great fortune. 


Cockrills Opposed the Hargises. 


The trouble with the Cockrills arose 
when the Cockrills opposed the H a r­ 
gises at the polls. 
Feeling was bitter 
w'hen one day Ben Hargis, a younger 
brother of Judge James Hargis, met 
one of the Cockrill boys. 
There was 
a gun play, and Cockrill killed Ben 
Hargis. 
In the fall of 1902 came the first 
murder 
in the feud. 
Dr. Cox, the 
guardian of the Cockrill hoys, was the 
victim. 
Dr. Cox lived 
on 
the out­ 
skirts of Jackson. 
He was called from 
tim e cue night to answer a personal 
As he entered his gate on the 
way home he was shot by assassins 
concealed across the way. Afterwards 
John Smith, John Abner and others 
were accused of the crime, and In a 
confession made bu one ot them they

to kUI Dr. Cox. 
From this time on the story of »he 
Haigis-Cockrill feud was written In 
blood. 
The next to fall was Jim Cork 
rill, the town marshal. 
But 
shortly after the m urder of 
Cockrill, when in terest had been mlld- 
Jv aroused, James B Marcum, the a t ­ 
torney for the Cockrell bovs. created 
a tremendous sensation by going to 
l.exington and publicly declaring »hat 
he was a "marked m a n ” and »hat he 
had been doomed to murder by ihe 
Hargis elan. 
One morning In May, five years ago, 
Marcum went 
to the courthouse In 
Jackson to transact some business. He 
was standing at the door of the court- 
house talking to Captain Ewen, after 
tutted j » h a witness, when a shot rang 
out. Marcum staggered from the steps 
and fell dying, but the assassin stepped 
up and. to make sure, shot him again 
through the back of the head.

asrnsfciu wes Curtis Jett, the "wild 
dog, ’ who has since confessed his part 
In this t r a g e d y . 
He and Tom White 
a r e now serving sentences in the peni­ 
tentiary. 
Judge Hargis will he hurled In a

Form er Premier of Portugal Arrives 
at Madnd. 
Madrid, Feb. 7.- Scnhor Franco, the 
former premier of Portugal, arrived 
here from Mebon, accompanied by his 
wife and son ami one of his Intimate 
friends.

So far as is known he has 
received no one at the hotel where 
he is stopping with the exception ol 
the Portuguese mlnist* r to Spain and 
the civil governor of Madrid.

Prominent Figure in Kentucky. 


Judge Hargis had been for years a 
prom inent figure in K entucky in po­ 
litical and criminal circles. 
H e has 
figured in the courts in the m ountains 
for vcars on account of the m urders 
of Dr. Cox, A ttorney Marcum and Jim 
Cock rill. 
Judge H argis was th e po­ 
litical leader of the Democrats of the 
T en th district and was the “boss” of 
B reath itt county. 
For years his sway 
w as not opposed, hut some years ago 
Mr. M arcum had the tem erity to op­ 
pose Hargis in a law case. 
From that 
date Marcum was a m arked man. 
H argis had been on trial at various 
tim es for complicity in the m u rder of 
Jam es R Marcum, Jim Cockrill and 
Dr. Cox, hut had secured an acquittal 
on all the charges. 
He was recently 
forced to pay a judgm ent of $8,000 to 
Mrs. M arcum in connection w ith the 
death of h er husband, a verdict having 
been found against him in the circuit

The 
committee, with the help of Mr. Ros­ 
siter, will endeavor to find out why, 
roughly speaking, it has cost the gov­ 
ernm ent $50 to turn out a job which 
commercial houses would do for $15. 
The com m ittee m ay inquire into such 
reports as these: 
T h at 45 cents a 
pound has been paid for quantities of 
inks worth less than 20 cents a pound; 
that the storeroom s of the government 
printing office contain at the present 
tim e more paper stock than under 
other adm inistrations has used up in 
half a dozen years; that so great, was 
the pomp w ith which Public Printer 
Stillings surrounded himself that per 
sons having business with him were 
frequently required to m ake appoint- I 
m ents a day ahead, and never could 
gain his presence without running the 
fire of uniformed lackeys and thread­ 
ing a maze of scarlet tape.

FRANCO SAFE IN SPAIN. 


Form er Prem ier of Portugal A rrives 


at Madrid. 


Madrid, Feb. 7.— Senhor Franco, the 
form er prem ier of Portugal, arrived 
h ere from Lisbon, accompanied by his 
wife and son and one of his intim ate 
friends, Senator Novas. 
He is doing 
all possible to preserve the strictest 
Incognito. 
So far as is known he has 
received no one at the hotel where 
he is stopping with the exception ot 
the Portuguese m inister to Spain and 
th e civil governor of Madrid. 
Few persons saw Franco when he 
arrived and scarcely anyone recog 
nized him, for the mom ent the train 
stopped he hurriedly stepped down, 
w ith overcoat collar turned up and hat 
draw n down over his head, seeking to 
escape possible identification. 
Word had privately reached the rail­ 
road authorities from the frontier sta­ 
tion of A lcantara that Franco was a 
passenger on board the express going 
to Madrid and they im m ediately ar 
ranged an effective, though unobtru­ 
sive police detail at the station. 
On the arrival of the train, Franco 
quickly descended the steps from the 
car and held out his hand to aid his 
wife. 
As he kerned it could be seen 
th a t Franco’s face w as drawn and 
careworn, his air w as

Settled for $200 by Representa­ 
tives of the State 
The Aitkin Age contains the follow­ 
ing article which will be read by Bob 
Dunn’s friends in this section with a 
good deal of satisfaction, and it is re­ 
produced as a m atter of news and not 
from any political standpoint: 
“ A couple of years ago Twin City

THE POTATO CROP 
The potato crop is one of the best 
crops that any farm er can grow. 
Po­ 
tatoes exhaust the land little in com­ 
parison with the money value of the 
crop. The tubers are composed very 
largely of w ater and starch, and the 
leaves and stalks fall on the field and 
are plowed in. 
There are few diseases 
that attack the potato, and they can 
mostly be 
controlled by spraying. 
Only one insect of importance has to 
be fought, and th at is the Colorado 
beetle. 
It is so big and easily found, 
that destroying it is merely a question 
of effort. 
Potato growing therefore 
seems to have less obstacles in its way 
than several other kinds of effort on 
the farm.

It pays to have good fences at ail 
seasons of the year. 
A poor old lantern is a bad thing to 
go through the winter with. 
Throw it 
away and buy a good one. 
Fall plowing kills many injurious in­ 
sects, which are thus turned up to the 
air and the frosts.

KEEP THE CELLAR COOL 
It goes without saying that the cellar 
should not be perm itted to freeze, but 
it should be kept as close to the frost 
point as possible and miss it. 
A cellar 
should not be perm itted to get above 
40 degrees and 35 is better for the 
vegetables. 
If there is a heating plant 
in the cellar there should be a brick 
wall dividing it from the root and fruit 
cellar and it is best that there be no 
door between. 
The cooler vegetables 
are kept the less they will wilt or 
sprout.

Father and Brother, Monarch of His Troubled Country

ITH the death of the king and 
crown 
prince of 
Portagli, 
who were recently annnsMnat 
ed by a hand of men in 
Lisbon, the throne descends to Prince 
Manuel,

Beja, the second

The new king of Portugal Is only 
eighteen years of age. He was born In 
Lisl>on on Nov. 15, 1*89. 
His full 
name is Manuel Maria Philippe Carlos 
Amalia Lui» Miguel Gonza quit Xavier 
Frmncisoo d'Assisi Eugenio, duke of 
Beja. 
He was educated in the palace 
under distinguished private instructors, 
and at the age of fourteen years he 
entered the navy ns a midshipman. He 
is now a lieutenant. 


Beloved by the People. 
He Is much liked by the people.

like most of tin* people of his race, be 
has a fair complexion.

Rumors were current that a re 
public was to he declared, but Dictator 
F ran co laughed at the Idea nnd said 
that the military and the masses of the 
people were loyal to the king. 


Republicans Keep Up Rioting. 
The Repnblleans declared tlint King 
Carlo» had done more to deserve death 
than Louis XVI. of France. 
Rioting 
continued at various points In Portu 
gal nil summer nnd was kept alive by 
the newspapers that were in favor of a 
republic, 
in Novemt*er last severs! 
newspapers were suppressed for de­ 
nouncing the dictator and the kingand 
demanding a republic. 
Senhor Lima, 
the editor of the Lisbon paper Van 
guard, wrote that there would either 
be a peaceful revolution If the king 


The king made several trips round 
the const of Fortugal, taking deep sea 
sou n d in gs, nnd his reports were pub 
llshed In two volumes. 
He was an 
ardent nnd skillful sportsman and was 
considered to lie one of the liest aina 
teur shots In Europe. 
Ills favorite amusement was to go 
to the salt lake at Obidos and shoot 
the fish ns they popped their heads 
above the water to get air. 
He killed 
a running deer nt a distance of 100 
yards and shot nil eagle flying in the 
air eighty-nthe yards above his bead 
Another amusement of the king was 
to have clay pitchers thrown Into the

Don i Carlos succeeded his father, 
King Luis, in Oetoiier, 1889, and his 
troubles begun shortly afterward, ow­ 
ing to the lo w financial status of For 
tugal, its heavy debts and the op­ 
pressive taxes. 
The government was 
honeycombed with corruption and pec­ 
ulation. The officials In power worked 
hand in hand with the opposition in 
preserving each other’s sinecures. 


Poor Heritage Left to Carlos. 
In 1893 un attempt was made on the 
life of the king, f*ut It was nipped by 
ihe police. 
The financial crisis came 
to a head in 1898, when there was 
much talk of forming a republic, owing 
to the corruption of the government. 
At that time the debt amounted to $1,- 
000,000,000, with an annual revenue of 
$150,000,000, 
No banks would grant 
, any loans to Portugal, and business 
was practically at a standstill. 
In 1905 In order to Increase the rev­ 
enues King Carlos decreed a tobacco 
monopoly for the government, which 
was the final blow to the prospect of 
peace. The people of all classes arose 
against the decree and the iniquitous 
manner In which it was administered. 
Not content with Imposing the heavy 
tax on tobacco, they Inflicted the poor­ 
est kinds of Imitations on the public, 
for which extortionate prices were 
charged. 
The feeling of discontent 
spread to the army and the navy. 
As 
a nation the Portuguese love tobacco, 
and, although they did not object to 
paying duties, they did object to pay­ 
ing the highest prices for Havana ci­ 
gars and receiving Imitations. 
Things went from bad to worse, and 
In May last year King Carlos dissolved 


ter. 
Was Devoted to Queen Ameiie. 
King C arlos was devotedly attached 
to Queen Ameiie, the daughter of the 
late Comte de Paris and sister of the 
Doc d’Orleans. They were married on 
May 22. 1886, 
Queen Amelia was 


victim. 
It wss also by participating 
In bullfights that the late king dis­ 
played his physical courage. 
The Crown Prince Luis Philippe, 
duke of Braganza, was only twenty 
years of age. and little was known 
of him except that he was the extreme 
opposite of his father In disposition, 
and this caused frequent trouble be­ 
tween them. 
When the political op­ 
ponents of his father’s government told 
the young prince that he was the hope 
of Portugal nnd It was better for his 
father to alslleate, he believed them 
and was banished from the court.

capable nnd best educated of the chil­ 
dren of the Comte de Paris.

When their mother wns 
away from home on visits to Italy 
nnd England she left them In charge 
of a French governess.

followed by the poisoning of Dom Joa

Prince Ferdinand. 
King 
Luis was also poisoned, but he re­ 
covered, although the effects of the 
poison kept him In poor health until 
he died. 
King Carlos was gifted with a keen 
memory and never forgot a face, which 
endeared him to all the humble people 
who met him.

eon. 
Premier Franco wished to have 
mart lit 1 law' extended to the whole 
of Portugal and to crush out the re­ 
bellion with a strong hand, but the 
king refused. 
On Jan. 23 there was a plot to as­ 
sassinate Dictator Franco by bombs 
while he was dining with the king 
and royal family, but It was discov­ 
ered by the police, and many arrest» 
were made. 
The plan was to banish 
tin* royal family after the dictator had 
been put out of the way and proclaim 
a republic. 
Despite the reports made about his 
extrayaganee and despotism, it 
w as 
generally conceded that the late King | 
Carlos w a s a fairly good sort of ruler 
In the financial troubles in 1902 he 
g a v e up $115.000 of his revenue, and 
In 1!*)7 he had his splendid steam 
yacht Ameiie converted Into a cruiser, 
which was a great sacrifice, because 
both the queen and himself were yacht­ 
ing enthusiasts.

Young Nary Lieutenant, Who Escaped Assassins of fits 
Father and Brother, Monarch of His Troubled Country 
at Eighteen — Characteristics of the Dead king, the 
Late Crown Prince and Heroic Queen Ameiie.

ITH the death of the king and 
crown 
prince 
of 
Portugal, 
who were recently assasslnat* 
ed 
by a 
band of men 
in 
Lisbon, the throne descends to Prince 
Manuel, 
Due 
de 
Beja, 
the second 
son of the late king, says the New 
York Times. 
The new king of Portugal is only 
eighteen years of age. Ile was born in 
Lisbon on Nov. 15, 1880. 
Ills full 
name Is Manuel Maria Philippe Carlos 
Amalia Luis Miguel Gonzaqua Xavier 
Francisco d’Assisi Eugenic, duke of 
Beja. 
He was educated in the palace 
under distinguished private instructors, 
and at the age of fourteen years he 
entered the navy as a midshipman. He 
Is now a lieutenant. 


Beloved by the People. 
He Is much liked by the people. 
Un­ 
like most of the people of his race, he 
has a fair complexion, with blond hair, 
and is considered handsome. 
He was 
named after Dom Manuel the For­ 
tunate. who was king of Portugal from 
1405 to 1521, a period which was one 
of the most prosperous epochs In the 
history of tho country. 
The 
pretender 
to 
the 
throne 
of 
Spain, whom tile Legitimists declare ' 
to be the rightful monarch, is Miguel, 
duke of Braganza. tile head of tho 
branch of the house that was expelled 
from Portugal in 1834. He Is a man of 
great wealth and has several sons and 
daughters. 
It was rumored a year ago 


the parliament without day and ap­ 
pointed Premier Franco, who had been 
put in power by the LI bern I-Regenera - 
tors, as dictator, with a special decree 
that enabled him to nile the country 
with an iron hand. 
After the decree 
was made public rioting ensued in the 
streets of Lisbon, and numbers of dis­ 
affected people were shot down by the 
troops. 
King Carlos and Franco asserted that 
they had effected a saving of $10,000,- 
000 on the year by a campaign against 
graft. 
Humors were current that a re­ 
public was to he declared, but Dictator 
Franco laughed at the idea and said 
that the military and the masses of the 
people were loyal to the king. 


Republicans Keep Up Rioting. 
Tile Republicans declared that King 
Carlos had done more to deserve death 
than Louis XVI. of France. 
Rioting 
coni inned at various points in Portu­ 
gal all summer and was kept alive by 
the newspapers that were in favor of a 
republic. 
In November last several 
newspapers were suppressed for de­ 
nouncing the dictator and the king and 
demanding a republic. 
Senhor Lima, 
the editor of the Lisbon paper Van­ 
guard, wrote that there would either 
be a peaceful revolution if the king 
abdicated quietly, as the late Dom Pe­ 
dro of Brazil had done, or there would 
be a bloody revolution. 
Tile suppression of the' newspapers 
was followed by riots and a mutiny on 
the warships that were anchored in 


The king made several trips round 
the const of Portugal, taking deep sea 
soundings, and his reports were pub­ 
lished in two volumes. 
Ile was an 
ardent and skillful sportsman and was 
considered to be one of the best ama­ 
teur shots In Europe. 
His favorite amusement was to go 
to the salt lake at Obidos and shoot 
the Ash as they popped their heads 
above the water to get air. 
He killed 
a running deer at a distance of IOO 
yards and shot an eagle flying In the 
air eighty-nine yards above his head. 
Another amusement of the king xvas 
to have clay pitchers thrown Into the 
sen on rough dAys and shoot them as 
they bobbed up and down In the wa-1 
ter. 
Was Devoted to Queen Ameiie. 
King Carlos was devotedly attached 
to Queen Ameiie. the daughter of the 
late Comte de Paris and sister of the 
Due d’Orleans. 
They were married on 
MAJ 22. 
1886. 
Queen Amelia was 


victim. It wta algo by participating 
In bullfights that the late king dis­ 
played his physical courage. 
The Crown Prince Lula Philippe, 
duke of Braganza, was only twenty 
years of age, and little was known 
of him except that he was the extreme 
opposite of bls father in disposition, 
and this caused frequent trouble be­ 
tween them. 
When the political op­ 
ponents of his father's government told 
the young prince that he was the hope 
of Portugal and It was better for his 
father to abdicate, he believed them 
and was banished from the court. 
He 
was born March 21, 1887, two years 
before his father ascended the throne 
His mother was said to be the most 
capable and best educated of the chil­ 
dren of the Comte de Paris. 
She de­ 
voted much attention to the education 
of Prince Luis and his brother, Manuel, 
born in 1880. 
When their mother was 
away from home on visits to Italy 
and England she left them in charge 
of a French governess. 
The crown 
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that a plot had been formed to assassi­ 
nate King Carlos aud the crown prince 
in order to place Duke Miguel on the 
throne. 
Dom Carlos succeeded his father. 
King Luis, in October, 1880. and his 
troubles began shortly afterward, ow­ 
ing to the low financial status of Por­ 
tugal, its heavy debts and the op­ 
pressive taxes. 
The government was 
honeycombed with corruption and pec­ 
ulation. The officials in power worked 
t hand in hand with the opposition in 
preserving each other’s sinecures. 


Poor Heritage Left to Carlos. 
In 1803 an attem pt was made on the 
life of the king, but it was nipped by 
the police. 
Tho financial crisis came 
to a head in 1808, when there was 
much talk of forming a republic, owing 
to the corruption of the government. 
At that time the debt amounted to $1,- 
000,000,000, with an annual revenue of 
$150,00f>.(XX). 
No banks would grant 
} any loaus to Portugal, and business 
was practically at a standstill. 
In 11X15 in order to increase the rev­ 
enues King Carlos decreed a tobacco 
monopoly for the government, which 
was the final blow’ to the prospect of 
peace. The people of all classes arose 
against the decree and the iniquitous 
manner in which it was administered. 
Not content with imposing the heavy 
tax on tobacco, they inflicted the poor­ 
est kinds of imitations on the public, 
for which extortionate prices 
were 
charged. 
T he feeling of discontent 
spread to the army and the navy. 
As 
a nation the Portuguese love tobacco, 
and, although they did not object to 
paying duties, they did object to pay­ 
ing the highest prices for Havana ci­ 
gars and receiving imitations. 
Things went from bad to worse, and 
In May last year King Carlos dissolved 


the river Tagus. Martial law’ was pro­ 
claimed in Lisbon on Nov. 20, and the 
king was practically a prisoner in his 
palace. 
Queen Ameiie went to Lon­ 
don alone to attend the marriage of 
Prince Charles of Bourbon because it 
was said that the king would not 
leave ids country in such a crisis. The 
truth was said to be that he loved the 
queen so much that lie did not wish 
her to take any risks by remaining in 
Lisbon, and silo accordingly went to 
Loudon against her own desires. 


Crown Prince and King Quarrel. 
On Nov. 22 the Crown Prince Luis 
wras banished by his father to Villa 
Yicossa, a palace about IOO miles from 
Lisbon, after u very stormy interview 
w ith the king for taking part with the 
Conservative party, which advocated 
the abdication of Carlos in favor of his 
son. 
Premier Franco wished to have 
martial law extended to the whole 
of Portugal aud to crush out the re­ 
bellion with a strong hand, but the 
king refused. 
On Jan. 23 there was a plot to as­ 
sassinate Dictator Franco by bombs 
while he was dining with the king 
and royal family, but it was discov­ 
ered by the police, and many arrests 
were made. 
The plan was to banish 
the royal family after the dictator had 
been put out of the way and proclaim 
a republic. 
Despite the reports made about his 
extravagance and despotism, it w’us 
generally conceded that the late King 
| Carlos w’as a fairly good sort of ruler. 
J In the financial troubles in 1902 he 
gave up $115,000 of his revenue, and 
in 11X17 he had his splendid steam 
yacht Ameiie converted into a cruiser, 
which w’as a great sacrifice, because 
both the queen and himself were yacht­ 
ing enthusiasts.

with nearly all those of Europe. 
He 
was fond of music and composed an 
operetta which was performed at the 
court theater. 
One of the things to 
which he devoted himself in the early 
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prince was know’n in his youth as the 
“Little Lord Fauntleroy of the Penin­ 
sula.’’ 
His father early trained him 
to ride and took the boy with him on 
hunting expeditions. 
When only six 


I years old the Portuguese crow’n prince 
1 w as made a knight of the Order of the 
Golden Fleece. 
Long Under an Evil Star. 
The house of Braganza has been un­ 
der an evil star since I860, when Queen 
Stephanie 
was 
assassinated 
three 
mouths after her marriage, which was 
followed by the poisoning of Dom Joa 
Luis and 
Prince 
Ferdinand. 
King 
Luis w’as also poisoned, but he re­ 
covered, although the effects of the 
poison kept him in poor health until 
he died. 
King Carlos was gifted with a keen 
memory and never forgot a face, which 
endeared him to all the humble people 
who met him. In the hunt or at shoot­ 
ing parties he could not only remember 
the men, but also the names of the 
dogs.
